U.S. ROLE FIXED

SYDNEY, Oct. 20 (AP).—Com- 
pletion of negotiations for a united 


Pacific front composed of Britain, 
the United States, China, The Neth- 
erlands East Indies, Australia and 
New Zealand was reported today 
in Canberra.

ARMY, SAYS WHITAKER 


Correspondent Tells Junior 
League England Will Not Win 
Without Military Aid. 


‘John T. Whitaker, lately Euro- 
pean correspondent of the Chicago 
Daily News and the Post-Dispatch, 
speaking to 200 members of the 
Junior League at 4932 Maryland 


avenue today, said that Great Brit- 
ain would not be able to win the 
war without military assistance. 
“The British need American 
troops fighting beside them, to 
win,” Whitaker said. America is 
already at war, he continued, “and 
the only person who does not 
know it is the American citizen.” 
Whitaker told of talks with Ger- 
mans in European capitals in the 
last few years which had convinced 
him that “Germany’s long-range 
mifitary plans are based on the 
idéa that the United States is 
easier to beat than Great Britain.” 
“The invasion of Russia,” he 
said, “was not a blow aimed at 
England, 50 much as it was an- 
other step in the program of world 
conquest. The German Generals 
who ordered the invasion, over the 
protest of Nazi ideologists, knew 
that the Russian army was unable 
to organize an offensive against 
Germany. But Germany needed 
oil, ‘wheat and minerals, not s0 
much for war on Great Britain as 
for further plans. 
“Apparently the German plan is 
not to attack Great Britain direct- 
ly, but to attempt to choke off 
American help. 
“The biggest development in 1000 
years is Germany’s discovery of 
how to make war pay. Germany’s 
tanks have reaped more wheat. 
than have any other nation’s trac- 
tors. 
“Americans must realize that the 
80,000,000 German people are united 
behind Hitler in his program of 
world conquest. rmany has 
adopted the religion of the master 
race, to which all other races must 
be made slaves.

EXTEND STRIKE T 


MUNITIONS PLANT 


Judge’ Denies Plea for Pro- 
bation—Defendant Took 


60 Fail to Report for Work 
—DMillwrights Take Over 
Job to Prevent Stop- 
page. _ 


The jurisdictional strike of AFL 
machinists at the Weldon Spring 
TNT plant was exténded this 
morning to the $100,000,000 small 
arms ammunition plant, Goodfel- 
low boulevard and Bircher street, 
where 60 machinists who have 
been installing machinery did no 
report for work. 

Transfer of millwrights at the 
plant to the work of setting up 
the machinery was begun immedi- 
ately by the Fruco. Construction 
Co., the constructing contractor, to 
prevent delay in the work. 

“There will be no work stop- 
page,” declared J. R. Marshall, per- 
sonne} director of the Fruco com- 
pany. “If we haven’t enough car- 


penters and millwrights here, we'll 
get them from the local carpenters’ 
unions, 

“We. won’t let the action of the 
machinists affect this job. If they 
don’t want to work there are men 
who do, and the work will go 
ahead.” 

Marshall said no picket line was 
established at the plant. Asked 
whether he had heard from offi- 
cers of the machinists’ union, he 
said, “There isn’t any need to hear 
from them.” : 

Under a settlement here last 
summer of the 28-year-old juris- 
dictional dispute between the Car- 
penters’ District Council and the 
International Association of Ma- 
chinists, an equal number of car- 
penters and machinists were to be 
employed on installation jobs. This 
arrangement was in effect at the 
ammunition plant. 

Lloyd Weber, business agent of 
Machinists’ District Couricil No. 9 
announced Saturday that union 
members had ‘voted to extend the 
strike at the TNT plant to the 
small arms ammunition plant to- 
day if no settlement were 
reached. 

He added that a general strike 
of the 7000 machinistd in the St. 
Louis area, of whom about 80 per 
cent are working on defense or- 
ders, would be called next Mon-

Chained to Bed : 


19-Year-Old Mother of 2 Month-Old Infant 
Refuses to Prosecute — Sheriff Signs 
Complaint. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 

VANDALIA, IIL, Oct. 20.—An in- 
formation was filed in County 
Court here today by State’s Attor- 
ney Robert Burnside charging Neal 
Cahoon, 62-year-old’ farmer. near 
here, with false imprisonment, aft- 
er Cahoon’s 19-year-old wife, Rosie, 
mother of a two-month-old baby, 
was found chained to a bed in 
their home by Sheriff C. F. Chesh- 
ier. The Sheriff had- gone to the 
house with a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Cahoon. 

The complaint on which the 
charge was based was signed by 
the Sheriff, after Mrs. Cahoon re- 
fused to: prosecute her husband, 
and objected to any action being 
taken against him. Earlier she 
had told the Sheriff. her husband 
had locked her. in the home before, 
but today both she and Cahoon 
insisted Saturday was the first 
time. Before her release by the 
Sheriff and several. deputies, pad- 
locked log chains bound her by-the 
neck to the bedstead and other log 
chains bound her legs to a 60- 
pound stone under the bed. 

The Sheriff on his visit to the 
house Saturday opened three heavy 
padlocked doors all set in a single 
door frame before reaching Mrs. 
Cahoon and. her baby on the bed 
bedside her. Cahoon was not at 
home, 

Arrest of Husband. 

Sheriff Cheshier had gone to the 
Cahoon farm to serve an as- 
sault warrant on Cahoon, .and on 
arrival he found all the windows 
boarded up,’ the doors padlocked. 
He called out, and heard Mrs. Ca- 
hoon answer from’ the inside that 
her husband had gone to Vandalia 
to buy groceries. Cheshier  re- 
turned here, arrested Cahoon and 
took him to the county jail. The 
Sheriff, who had become curious 
about the boarded, padlocked 
house, obtained keys from Cahoon 
and entered the place. 

In the bedroom, hot and stifling 
because of a burning kerosene 
lamp and lack of ventilation, were 
Mrs, Cahoon, sitting up in the bed, 
and the infant. Around the neck 


of the young mother Sheriff Chesh- 
ier said a log chain was wrapped, 
carried around the head of the bed- 
stead, and the ends padlocked. 
The officer unlocked the neck 
chains and told Mrs. Cahoon to get 
rout of bed. 

“I can’t,” she answered, and, 
throwing back the bed coverings, 
revealed another heavy chain 
around her legs, fastened to the 
stone. . 

Clothing Locked Up, Too. 

The second set of chains was un- 
fastened, Sheriff Cheshier related, 
and Mrs. Cahoon ,was ordered to 
dress herself and the baby, as the 
Sheriff intended to take both to 
Vandalia. Again Mrs. Cahoon ob- 
jected that she could not comply, 
and explainéd that the clothing of 
both herself and the child was in 
‘the corn crib. The Sheriff said he 
investigated, and found, after un- 
fastening another heavy padlock 
with one of the keys given him by 
the farmer, that she was right. 

When Mrs. Cahoon and the baby 
were dressed, Cheshier brought. 
them to Vandalia:and put them in 
charge of her relatives. 

Before today’s action, Cahoon 
had been«held in jail for lack 
of $1000 bail on the charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon that 
led to the release of his wife. 
The charge was preferred on com- 
plaint of Phil P. Baima, an 
Illinois Central section foreman, 
and two of his hands, Charles 
McNair and Ervin Hilliard, all 
of Vandalia. The three men 
said that Cahoon had appeared 
where they were working on the 
tracks near the Cahoon home, and 
with a shotgun forced them to sign 
a statement concerning Mrs. Ca- 
hoon. They later said they did not 
even know the farmer’s yonne 
wife, except for having seen her 
once on the right-of-way near her 
home, anc were unaware of Ca- 
hoon’s object in forcing the state- 
ment, ‘ 

The Cahoons were married about 
a year ago. It was his second mar- 
riage. His first marriage ended 
in divorce. He has grown children.

If the army and navy maintain 
the closest possible co-operation 
and if the people are willing to 
surmount ali difficulties with the 
Government, Shimada said, Japan 
will be placed in a position as firm 
as a rock, 

The Japan Times and Advertiser, 
Foreign Office organ, displayed 
prominently meanwhile a Domei 
news agency story predicting that 
the new Government would insti- 
tute few changes in the nation’s 
policy, but would carry it out more 
forcibly. 

At the same time the newspaper, 
in a front-page editorial, ridiculed 
foreign reports characterizing the 
Tojo Cabinet as a purely militaris- 
tic regime and declared it had 
“many principles in common” with 
its predecessor. 

Among these principles, the edi- 
torial listed swift conclusion of the 
war in China and establishment of 
the East Asia ‘“co-prosperity 
sphere.”

History of Dispute. 

The history of the strife at Ben- 
dix is long and involved. On July 
1, 1941, a National Labor Relations 
Board election among the com-~ 
pany’s employes resulted in a vote 
of 206 for and 188 against repre- 
sentation by the United Automo- 
bile Workers, CIO. A strike began 
July 12 in protest against what 
the CIO said was a lockout of 
some of its members. This was 
in progress when the case was 
certified to the Médiation Board 
July 17. The board held hearings 
and recommended that the strike 
be called off and all employes re- 
turn to work without discrimina- 
tion, 
These recommendations were ac- 
cepted and negotiations were be- 
gun for a codilective bargaining 
contract.

“It is hereby declared that de- 
fense and policing at the’ ap- 
proaches of Moscow, 60 to 75 miles 
to the west of the city, are entrust- 
ed to the commander of the west- 
ern front army, Gen. Comrade 
Zhukov.

“To secure the rear for the de- 
fense of Moscow and the strength- 
ening of the rear of the forces de- 
fending Moscow, as well as to stop 
any subversive activity of spies, 
diversionists and other agents of 


German Fascists, the State Com- 


mittee for Defense has decided: 

“A state of siege is to be en- 
forced in the city of Moscow and 
surrounding districts as from Oct.

SECOND EXPLOSION IN 3 DAYS 
AT BIG MAGNESIUM PLANT 


SAN JOSE, Cal., Oct. 20 (AP).

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP).—National as well as sectional, football 
championship hopes will be at stake at Ann Arbor this week. There 
two powerful Western Conference machines, Minnesota's Gophers and 
Michigan's Wolverines, will collide in the most important test of the 


Season to date. 

Michigan's fourth successive vic- 
tory, a thrilling 14-7 conquest of 
Northwestern last Saturday, found 
the Wolverine defense thoroughly 
tested, especially in the later stages 
when Northwestern hammered 


away unceasingly in quest of an 
equalizing touchdown, ‘Sophomore 
Tom Kuzma, like his predecessor, 
all-America Tom Harmon, a prod- 
uct of Gary, Ind., was Michigan’s 
offensive star, tossing passes for 
both touchdowns. 

Michigan's defense was adequate 
for Northwestern but whether it 
can halt Minnesota is a question 
that remains to be answered. The 
Gophers, beating Pitt in routine 
fashion, 39-0, scored their third 
successive victory this season and 
stretched their winning aaa to 
11 games in a row, spre over 
three campaigns. 

Gopher Star Is Injured. 

Minnesota hasn’t been beaten 
since the next to last game on the 
Gophers’ 1939 schedule when Iowa 
turned the trick, 13-9. The victory 
over Pitt was costly enough, how- 
ever, for Bruce Smith, star half- 
back, was hurt and had to leave 
the game to join a Minnesota cas- 
valty list that includes Urban 
Odson, great tackle, and Bob 
Sweiger, blocking back. 

Northwestern’s defeat blasted 
the Wildcats off the undefeated list 
along with Columbia, Cornell and 
Dartmouth of the Eastern “Ivy 
League”; Rice, Baylor and Texas 
Christian of the Southwest Confer- 
ence; Nebraska of the Big Six, and 
Coloraao State of the Rocky Moun- 
tain Big Seven. 

These casualties left the roll of 
major unbeaten teams at 22, 
three of which have been tied. 
Here's how they are spread geo- 
graphically: 

EAST: Army, Navy, Penn, Du- 
quesne, Fordham, Villanova, Tem- 
ple and Rutgers. 

MIDDLE WEST: Michigan, 
Minnesota, Ohio State, Notre 
Dame and Detroit. 

SOUTH: Duke, Clemson, Van- 
derbilt, Georgia (tied) and Mis- 
sissippi State (tied). 

SOUTHWEST: Texas and Texas 
Aggies. 

FAR WEST: Santa Clara. 

ROCKY MOUNTAIN: Utah 
(tied), 

Most of this week’s action will 
be concerted in the Central states, 
as this brief outline, by sections, 
demonstrates: 

MIDDLE WEST. 

Minnesota-Michigan game tops 
the list, but Ohio State, also a fac- 
tor in the conference race, plays 
Northwestern in another important 
test. The Buckeyes tripped Pur- 
due, 16-14, last week but found 
sound reason for concern in the 
fact that the Boilermakers came so 
close to overcoming a 16-0 deficit. 
Wisconsin and Indiana, both sur- 
prise winners last week, meet in 
another conference game, as do 
Iowa and Purdue. Iowa never was 
able to get started against Wiscon- 
sin and the Badgers earned a de- 
cisive 23-0 victory. Indiana, with 
its running and passing attack 
finally clicking after three succes- 
sive defeats, stopped Nebraska, 
21-13. 

Notre Dame, disappointing in 
whipping weak Carnegie Tech, 16-0, 
tackles Illinois. Marquette, after a 
convincing 33-7 triumph over Kan- 
sas, entertains hard-bitten Du- 
quesne. Detroit, which had a close 

20-14 call with Oklahoma A. and M., 
meets Arkansas next. 

The Big Six title probably will 
be decided at Columbia where Mis- 
souri, 39-18 conqueror of Iowa 
State, tackles Nebraska, defending 
titicholder. Kansas plays lowa 
State in another conference tilt 
while Oklahoma, after a 16-0 vic- 
tory over Kansas State must race 
through Santa Clara, which topped 
Michigan State, 7-0. 

SOUTHWEST. 

Texas, which may well be the 

team of the year, and Texas A. 


and M. are the lone unbeaten sur- 
vivors in this section. Texas, 
after a 48-14 rout of Arkansas, 
now has rolled up 156 points in, 
four games against Colorado, 
Louisiana State, Oklahoma and 
Arkansas. The Longhorns now 
meet Rice, shockingly routed, 27-0 
by Louisiana State, just one week 
after the Owls had upset power- 
house Tulane. Texas A. and M.,, 
14-0 victor over Texas Christian, 
meets Baylor, beaten 14-16 by Vil- 
lanova in a game which saw the 
Bears lose their great back, Jack 
Wilson, by injury early in the fray. 


SOUTH. 


Georgia and Alabama, meet in 
an important southeastern confer- 
ence duel. Georgia halted Colum- 
bia, 7-3, ag Frank Sinkwich led the 
way, while Alabama, apparently in 
working order now, handed Ten- 
nessee a 9-2 beating. In other con- 
ference games, Tulane, which ran 
up an amazing 52-6 count on North 
Carolina, tackles Mississippi, 21-0 
conqueror of Holy Cross; Louisiana 
State meets Florida, nipped 138-12 
by Maryland in a big upset; and 
Georgia -Tech, whipped 14-7 by 
Vanderbilt, engages Auburn, stop- 
ped 20-7 by Southern Methodist. 
Vanderbilt, only unbeaten, untied 
team in the group, plays Prince- 
ton while Kentucky meets West 
Virginia. 

The Southern conference pro- 
gram is topped by unbeaten Clem- 
son’s .duel with South Carolina, 
Thursday. William & Mary plays 
George Washington, Friday while 
Saturday’s pairings include Wake 
Forest and North Carolina; David- 
son and Furman; Richmond and 
Virginia Military, and Virginia

Such fixtures as Army-Columbia, 
Yale-Dartmouth, Harvard-Navy top 
the week’s card.

This hope 
was that there would be a new world or- 
der that would end war, Through our 
President we said: “We fight for no 
selfish ends; we shall fight a war to end 
war; we shall fight for the ultimate 
peace of the world and for the liberation 
of the peoples of the world, the German 
people included.” 

When the war ended, we broke faith 
with the peoples of the world, and with 
the soldiers who fought and died to end 
war. We deserted our Allies in their ef-

This appeal comes ‘from shop 
stewards representing 500,000 workers in British fac- 
tories In a formal statement, made at the opening 
session of a war-production conference of the Na- 
tional Council of Engineering and Allied Trade Shops 
Stewards, it was charged that factories are seeth- 
ing with suspicion that the Government is letting 
Russia down and that certain members of the Cab- 
inet are preventing creation of a second front. — 

The statement pledged the workers “to continue 
our efforts to increase production to a degree that 
will guarantee both the maintenance of such a front 
and material aid to our ally, the Soviet Union.” It 
warned the Government that the workers in British 
factories will never allow it to let Russia down, 
“for they know that it means we go’ down 4s well. 
The workers demand that Britain put as much in 
the kitty as the Russians. There has got to be a 
more equitable distribution of sacrifice.” 

Many demands, from a variety of British sources, 
have been made recently for the opening of a new 
front while Hitler is engaged in Russia. A cartoon 
by David Low, reproduced in the Post-Dispatch last 
Friday, showed the Nazis with their backs turned 
in Russia while on the English side of the Channel, 
one of Low’s Col. Blimp characters is saying: “Gad, 
sir, we can’t start off with the enemy’s back turned. 
All our plans are for when they’re facing us.” This 
sharp bit of satire recalls a recent statement by H. 
G. Wells, 

Wells castigated the Government for keeping “mil- 
lions of men under arms” inactive at home. “The 
rank and file of these paralyzed armies of ours,” he 
said, “are on the verge of mutiny. They want to 
get at the Germans, It is not really heroic to be 
photographed with an idiot’s grin and holding your 
thumbs up and saying, ‘We can take it.’ Don’t take 
it. Fight. There is no other way out for you but 
defeat and dishonor.” 

But of all the appeals made to the Prime Minister 
to open up a new front, none is more significant 
than the appeal from the factory workers, whose 
sons, brothers, fathers and other male relatives are 
in the fighting forces. It should give Mr. Churchill 
a magnificent lift to find the British war effort en- 
couraged by people to whom the clash of war brings 
the bitterest of sacrifices in toil, sweat, blood and 
tears. 

Here is national morale at its highest: Here, also, 
is the danger that, unless the British Government 
shows itself capable of decisive action, this morale 
will be impossible to sustain. 
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HITLER’S PROMISE TO ITALY. f 

Germany’s demand on Italy for a million soldiers 
may mean that Hitler plans to attack and conquer 
his Axis ally, it was asserted yesterday by Breck- 
inridge Long, Assistant Secretary of State, speaking 
at Detroit. 

This may sound like a sensational exaggeration to 
some observers, but if it-actually happens, the Ital- 
ians can’t say they weren’t warned, and by Hitler 
himself. In a speech at Rome on May 7, 1938, the 
Fuehrer solemnly told the Italian people: 


It is my unalterable will and my bequest to 
the German people that it shall regard the fron- 
tier of the Alps, raised by nature between us, as 
forever inviolable. 


This is exactly the kind of promise Hitler made to 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Denmark, Bel- 
gium, France, England, Yugoslavia, Russia and va- 
rious other nations. The Italians have good reason 
to prepare for the worst. 
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NON-DEFENSE EXPENDITURES SHOULD BE PRUNED. 

Government bureaus, along with the rest of the 
country, may be asked to make sacrifices for the 
defense program. For the guidance of a special 
Senate committee which will investigate methods of 
cutting non-defense spending, the Bureau of the 
Buiiget has prepared a report showing how such 
spending could be pared either one billion, a billion 
and a half or two billion dollars. 

The bureau refused to recommend any reductions, 
saying that “many of the indicated downward revi- 
sions would seriously impair the defense effort. and 
other vital Government activities.” With that view, 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau is in sharp 
disagreement. Last April, when he presented to 
Congress the monumental tax bill it recently enact- 
ed, he recommended, as a corollary to increased 
taxes, Government economies. “It is perfectly pos- 
sible,” he said, “to cut non-defense items to the 
extent of one billion dollars” for this fiscal year. 

This year’s non-defense spending, it is estimated, 
will be $6,581,000,000, greater even than in 1934, when 
the lion’s share was devoted to recovery and relief. 

Is the agricultural program one of the places call- 
ing for judicious pruning? Farmers may deny it, 
but Morgenthau said this is where he would “look 
first.” A careful scrutiny seems justified. The 
farmers’ cash income this year is expected to reach 
10% billion, the highest since 1929, while Federal 
farm subsidies are at a peak of nearly a billion. 

Needless to say, no one wants economy at the 
expense of vital functions or services. Pruning 
doesn’t mean killing the tree. The people, however, 
will have to make great sacrifices to pay for the 
defense program. It seems only elementary justice 
that the Government should retrench as well. 
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ST. LOUIS’ ROLE IN THE REVOLUTION. 

St. Louis, let it be said'in all modesty, has made 
many splendid contributions to American history. 
Nevertheless, the impression has prevailed here that 
when matters of supreme »ith and moment were 
being settled between the Redcoats and the rebels, 
our forefathers, being a bit removed from the At- 
lantic seaboard, played no signal role in that great 
cause, 

When the embattled farmers were peering anxious- 
ly for the whites of the eyes, when Yankees were 
dropping like flies on Boston Common, the assump- 
tion has been that St. Louisans of the day went on 
serenely about their business, catching bullheads off 
the riverfront or trapping wild muskrats and other 
ferocious forms of animal life in the wilds around 
Twelfth and Market.

calorie, in the military services and on the civilian 
front. 

The science of dietetics is well equipped to make 
a sizable contribution to the national program. It 
is amazing, however, that knowledge of sound nutri- 
tional principles is of relatiyely few years’ standing. 
As recently as 1907, a Government expert wrote that 
the use of oranges by low-income families did noth- 
ing but make their diet more attractive, and that 
the fruit could be omitted without materially chang- 
ing the nutritive value of their daily fare. And in 
1911, a Government publication solemnly asserted 
that fresh vegetables were greatly overrated, that 
belief in their unusual merits: was merely a hang- 
over from medieval superstition. 

Many mysteries still face science in the field of 
nutrition, but it has banished most of the quackery, 
the fads and the sheer ignorance that impaired the 
health of past generations, Patient investigation in 
the laboratory has equipped the dietitians with 
knowledge of what constitutes an adequate, well-bal- 
anced diet. The value of this knowledge cannot be 
estimated. It is reflected partly in lower mortality 
rates, better health standards, a generation of larger 
and stronger-average physique than its predecessors. 

The scientists of dietetics have done their work 
well. Now it remains for the scientists of govern- 
ment and economics to make it possible for every 
family to obtain enough of that healthful and varied 
food which the dietitians’ tables call for. 
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SLIGHT SURCEASE. 

In these days when talk of shortages and shut- 
downs and strikes makes one’s mind feel as though 
Macbeth’s witches were using it to stir their brew of 
trouble, one is grateful for every passing splash of 
sunlight in the murk,. 

The New Yorker, for instance, reports that the 
girls in a little Canal Zone factory recently went 
on strike. The only complaint about their wages 
was that they had no use for the money. The em- 
ployer quickly eliminated this grievance by introduc- 
ing them to American mail order eatalogues. 

Of course, the fellow would be in the business of 
growing and preserving—four-leaf clovers. 
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WHAT THE JAPANESE THINK. 

However muddled the Japanese situation may be, 
one thing about it is clear enough. Thoughtful Jap- 
anese do not want to get into a war with the United 
States. This is evident from a review of Japanese 
press opinion on the current developments in the 
field of Japanese-American. relations. 

The Japan Times and Advertiser, whose views are 
never very far from those of the Japanese Foreign 
Office, takes the position “that the outcome of the 
Russo-German war is uncertain, that President 
Roosevelt has asserted that American aid to Russia 
is going forward smoothly and in volume, and that 
American war output rapidly is achieving a mass 
production basis, which will assure constantly in- 
creasing American support to the U. S. S. R.” 

Chugai Shogyo, another journal which is close to 
official circles, has said plainly: 


There is no reason for a clash between Japan’ 
and America, We, frankly, are not satisfied with 
the situation and want to make many claims, 
but we think there exists no problem which can- 
not be solved diplomatically, without a direct 
collision between the two nations, — | 


And these are only two. Similar statements have 
appeared in papers throughout Japan. The new 
pro-Axis Government of fire-eating Gen. Tojo ap- 
parently will be at variance with the public opinion 
of his country if he pushes it into conflict with its 
best customer. 
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A FINE SOCIAL SERVICE. 

Neither religion nor race will limit the services

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WHY THE LEAVES ARE RED AND GOLD. 

That old piece of misinformation which has Jack 
Frost responsible for the variegated brilliance of 
autumn foliage turned up the other day in the Phila- 
delphia Record, which quoted it 6n the authority of 
a Columbia University scientist. a 

The fact of the matter is that the turning of leaves 
may coincide with the coming of frost, and then 
again the display of fall colors on the hills may oc- 
cur altogether independently of frost. In the region 
around St. Louis this year, there has been no frost, 
yet the sumacs are already half crimson and many 
an oak is wreathed in gold leaf to its minted dome. 

Why? Just because it is that time of year, Mid- 
October is here and the processes of nature must be 
served, frost or no frost. Trees and shrubs have their 
growth for the season and so make no further de- 
mands for chlorophyll, the essential plant-food pro- 
ducer which combines the carbon dioxide of the air 
with water taken in at the roots. Since chlorophyll 
is the green of the leaves, this cessation in growing 
works a profound color change. 

Any chlorophyll remaining in the leaves in Octo- 
ber wastes away; meantime, the sun brings out col- 
ors present in lesser quantities. Yellow and gold 
predominate because they rank next. Other hues 
are struck off as by-products of chemical reactions 
which take place as the plant-food factories shut 
down. It is, simply put, a matter of alkalis, suga

York newspaper says; to feed its teeming millions, Japan is driven 
to expand; writer can see no end to war in the near future, be- 
cause increasing populations will make problem ever more acute.

OME high-minded people believe that 
S the end of this cruel war, if the Allies 

win, is going to usher in a long and 
happy era of peace for the world. The 
high-minded part of the human race will 
have triumphed, and it is felt that a pro- 
longed: and high-minded peace will ensue 
automatically. 

We believe it can be proved mathemati- 
We can see no 
end to wars any time soon; expect, indeed, 
that bigger and bloodier wars will follow 
this one—and for a simple, elemental rea- 
son. 

That simple reason is that the earth’s pop- 
ulation is rapidly increasing despite the 
wars, meaning that the food problem is be- 
coming more acute for more people ‘all the 
time. People will fight for food about as 


fiercely as they will fight for anything, be-

might be self-sustaining as regardd food. 

Hitler, in the same book, said he wanted 
nothing from, England except friendship. 
The basic reason for that was that even 
if-he should conquer England, he would 
have either to, feed it or let a lot. of its 
people starve. England has to import some 
two-thirds of its food. 

In the spring of 1938, Hitler began acting 
as if he intended to start east for that 
Ukrainian food. The Munich settlement 
was engineered in September, 1938, by 
Chamberlain and the British peace party. 
But the British war party kept shouting 
that Hitler must pe stopped; and in Sep- 
tember, 1939, when Hitler started east 
through Poland, the war party had its way, 
and Britain and France declared war on 
Germany. 

Hitler is still fighting for food. His war 
with England is chiefly political—a world 
power-politics affair—plus an effort, thus 
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' 
far successful, to ya the British off his 
back while he tears into the Russians. 

In this respect, the present war differs 
from World War_No. 1. Before that war, 
the Kaiser, who was a damn fool, was not 
content with having a prosperous country 
and a superb army, but had. to chuck it all 
into the fire by building a big navy to chal- 
lenge British sea power. When the British 
offered him a naval holiday, he refused, 

In order to eat, Britain has to maintain 
control of the sea. This is what Mr; Roose- 
velt means by freedom of the seas. So Brit- 
ain had to fight for its food against the 
Kaiser. Eventually the Allies won—and pro- 
ceeded to grind into German hearts the les- 
son that food is well-nigh all by blockading 
Germany after the war was over.

Japan is another nation which cannot 
feed itself, but has either to import large 
amounts of food or go out and grab food- 
producing lands. And our Government acts 
toward Japan much as the British war 
party acts toward Germany. 

: We tell Japan that it must not expand 
anywhere, but must keep its prolific, ener- 
getio and hungry people forever cooped up 
on the rocky little Japanese islands. 

_ Our State Department worries if Japan 
menaces Mother Russia in Manchuria, 
Mother China farther south, Mothér Vichy 
France in Indo-China. It professes to be- 
lieve that if Japan gets the Dutch East 
Indies from Mother Holland-in-exile, a lot 
of our rubber and tin supplies will: he cut 
off—as if Japan didn’t want to get that 
rubber and tin so as to sell it to the United 
States, the biggest market in the world, in 
order to get more food for Japan. 

If the United States is going to object 
every time some hungry nation sets forth 
to grab itself some food, it will precipitate 
endless wars. It will probably cause a world 
ganging-up on its own well-stocked food 
warehouses and productive lands. 

Right now, we'think,; the world is nuts. 
For illustration, who would have supposed 
that 80-year-old Senator George W. Norris 
(Ind.), Nebraska, last living Senator who 
voted against our entry into World War 
No. 1, would now say that he was “not so 
sure that war with Japan would be a bad 
thing for us”?

Nearly 90,000,000 Americans are 


not getting the kind or quantity : 


of food they ought to have by 
standards of the Committee on 
Food and Nutrition of the Nation- 
al Research Council, it was de- 
clared today by Dr. Russell M. 
Wilder, chairman of the food com- 
mittee and head of the depart- 
ment of medicine at the Mayo 
Clinic, Rochester, Minn., in an ad- 
dress at the opening session of 
the twenty-fourth annual conven- 
tion of the American Dietetic As- 
sociation at Hotel Jefferson. Meet- 
ings of the convention will con- 
tinue through Friday. 

Urging the need for immediate 
and wide-scale application of scien- 
tific principles of nourishment to 
make the nation strong for de- 


| fense, Dr. Wilder reviewed exten- 


sive evidence of present striking 
malnutrition in America, particu- 
larly among lower income groups. 
He cited a survey made by his 
committee, the Bureau of Home 
Economics, and theBureau of La- 
bor Statistics on food purchases. 

Survey findings, measured by 
nutrition standards established by 
the League of Nations, he said, in- 
dicated that 45,000,000 Americans 
lived on sub-standard diets. “If 
the standards of our committee on 
food and nutrition were applied,” 
he said, “the number of sub-stand- 
ard diets would be nearly twice as 
great.” 

Cites German Nutrition. 

The superior physical fitness of 
German soldiers to that of most 
other armies Dr, Wilder laid in 
large measure to the full German 
utilization of scientific principles 
of nutrition. He held in sharp con- 
trast German fitness with the high 
number of young Americans re- 
jected for army duty because of 
physical shortcomings. “We shall 
neglect the problem of nutrition 
at our peril,” he declared. 

Miss: Mary I. Barber, president 
of the association, also urged the 
importance of nourishment to de- 
fense. She asked delegates to co- 
operate in a national program to 
make every citizen better fitted 
for whatever lies ahead. 

“Courage and stamina are not 
found in the ugdernourished,” she 
declared. “Bravery is not the at- 
tribute of men and women suffer- 
ing from hidden hunger.” She 


urged delegates to contribute their | 


specialized knowledge of food and 
health “to help people become 
stronger, brave and better prepared 
for total defense.” 

4600 in Association. 

The dietetic association faces to- 
day its severest test since its first 
small group was organized during 
the World War, Miss Barber said. 
She contrasted the present organ- 
ization with that of 1918, when 
“there were few dieticians, many 
with little formal training.” Mem- 
bership in the association now 
numbers 4600 persons wth sound 
background in home economics 
and specialized professional experi- 
ence, Miss Barber said. 

Breaking down the nation’s nu- 
tritional problem, the speaker laid 
special emphasis on four groups. 
First, she spoke of the rejected 
Selective Service registrants, of 
whom 100,000, she said, were 
thought by army authorities capa- 
ble ot rehabilitation for full mili- 
tary service. Another 200,000 of 
those rejected, she said, were be- 


lieved potentially able to take up 


limited military duty. The army 
itself is doing a good nutritional 
job for men in its ranks, she said. 

If young women were ever con- 
scripted, Miss Barber asked, would 
they measure up to a health stand- 
ard? In this group she noted the 
danger of “the craze for reducing, 
carried to the point of affecting 
health in many instances.” She 
suggested local campaigns to in- 
struct girls in sound nutrition, 

Needs of Children. 

The third group particularly in 
need of nutritional attention, Miss 
Barber said, are children. Ignor- 
ance of parents, as well as poverty, 
is a basic problem in this connec- 
tion, she declared. 

Finally, Miss Barber directed at- 
tention to workers beyond miiltary 
age whose services are vital in de- 
fense production. “There are thou- 
sands of these with indefinite 
pains, slowed down in their move- 
ments, under par in production,” 
she said. “We nutritionists claim 
that old age can be deferred—if 
not in years, in accomplishments— 
by an adequate diet at all ages.” 


STATE DRIVE FOR 150,000 
DRIVERS’ LICENSE RENEWALS 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 20 
(AP).—The State started a cam- 
paign today to collect drivers’ li- 
cense fees from about 150,000 Mis- 
souri motorists whose permits have 
expired. 

The highway patrol, at the re- 
quest of the Motor Vehicle Regis- 
tration Department, will stop mo- 
torists and warn them if they have 
no driving licenses or if their per- 
mits have expired. 

The permits, good for two years, 
first were required in the fall of 
1937, so most of them expire in 
the autumn of odd-numbered 
years.

Wounded Leading Attack 
at Damascus.

WITH THE FREE FRENCH 
FOREIGN LEGION IN SYRIA, 
Oct. 19 (Delayed).—John Hasey, 25. 
years old, of Bridgewater, Mass., 
who was wounded gravely in fight- 
ing at Damascus June 20 while 
serving as a lieutenant in the 
Free French Foreign Legion, to- 
day becafne the first American to 
receive the Free French Order of 
Liberation as well as the Croix de 
Guerre with palm. 

Gen. Georges Catroux, Free 
French commander, decorated Ha- 
sey and others before an enthusi- 
astic crowd of Syrians. The Amer- 
ican, who was practically without 
a voice because of a throat wound, 
was allowed to leave the hospital 
for one day to attend the cere- 
mony. 

Hasey’s citation described him as 
“a magnificent officer adored by 
his men,” and added: 

“On June 20 he led his section 
to attack a strongly defended po- 
sition. . . and palyed . . . by his 
absolute indifference to danger a 
role of the highest order.” . 

Four machine-gun bullets have 
been removed from his chest, hand, 
shoulder and throat. 


NEED OF PRIVATE CHARITIES 
IN BOOM TIMES STRESSED 


United Charities Setup Described 
by Benjamin M. Loeb in KSD 
Community Forum. 

The importance of private chari- 
ties in boom times as well as de- 
pression was stressed yesterday by 
Benjamin M. Loeb, general chair- 
man of the United Charities cam- 
paign, in a Community Forum 
radio program ovér Station KSD. 

Services dispensed by agencies 
sponsored by United Charities are 
primarily for the unemployable, 
Loeb said. Pointing out that none 
of the workers recruited especial- 
ly for the campaign receive any 
financial compensation, he _ said 
that salaries paid to regular em- 
ployes of United Charities are 
much lower than those paid to em- 
ployes of private industry in simi- 
lar positions. 

Radio addresses also were made 
yesterday by William D. Weld, 
chairman of the St. Louis County 
division for the campaign, and Ray 
F. McCarthy, chairman of the 
General Division. The campaign 
will open next Sunday with a pub- 
lic rally at the Municipal Audi- 
torium.

CHURCH COUNCIL OBJECTS 
TO MRS, ROOSEVELT’S SPEECH 


Complains That It Was Scheduled 
at Traditional Hour of 
Religious Services. 

CONCORD, N. H., Oct. 20 (AP). 
—Mrs, Eleanor Roosevelt spoke 
yesterday before a meeting in the 
legislative chamber at the State 
House. 

The New Hampshire Council of 
Religious Education had objected 
to the time of the meeting. 

The council protested that the 
11 a. m. session coincided with 
the hour of services in Protestant 
churches of New Hampshire, a 
time which “went back to the 
Puritans.” 

After the meeting, reporters 
asked Mrs. Roosevelt if she had 
any comment. 

“Every church has at least two 
services on Sunday,” Mrs. Roose- 
velt remarked, adding that she 
was unaware of the protest.

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OF EUROPE'S CHILDREN 


Such Relief From U.S. Would 
Not Affect Military Out- 
come, He Declares. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP).—The 
Germans will not lose this war 
from a shortage of food, Herbert 
Hoover said last night in an appeal 
for the American Government to 
lead the way in feeding millions of 
starving children in Nazi-invaded 
democracies of Europe. 

In a broadcast address the for- 
mer President declared: 

“I do not believe it would make 
the slightest difference in the mil- 
itary outcome of this war if we as- 
sured food to the needy among 
the whole 40,000,000 democratic 
childreii in Europe, and eminent 
soldiers agree with me.” 

Hoover, chairman of the Nation- 
al Committee on Food for the 
Small Democracies, struck at the 
State Department in discussing 
congressional action last spring on 
initiating negotiations for an in- 
ternational solution. He said the 
resolution was signed by 37 Sen- 
ators, indorsed by a majority of 
the House members and backed by 
some 6000 public organizations. 

Declaring the resolution repre- 
sented the voice of at least 20,000,- 
000 people, Hoover added: 

“Surely such an expression of 
American compassion deserves 
more adequate attention from our 
Government than to be dismissed 
by a curt letter from our State De- 
partment.” 

Regarding responsibility for the 
food shortage, Hoover said: 

“It is not enough to plead in- 
ternational law. I agree Germany 
has the moral responsibility to feed 
them. There is a vague legal re- 
sponsibility. But the overpower- 
ing fact is Germany does not, as 
the result of the blockade, have 
the kind of food needed for these 
women and children. 

“They will not feed them. That 
stark fact faces the world, and 
these helpless people cannot eat 
morals and international law. 

“Those Americans who deny 
moral responsibility cannot deny 
the obligations of compassion and 
the self interest in the future of 
civilization. Is not the preserva- 
tion of these children also a part 
of this responsibility? 

“Hitler cannot be defeated with 
armies of starving. children.” 

Hoover asserted a survey of Bel- 
gium showed “the shortage .in 
meats, fats and milk in crucifying 
the children” and the situation in 
Warsaw was so bad that “the mu- 
nicipal newspaper was appealing to 
the people not to throw the corpses 
in the street.”

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Against Neutrality Act Revision 


Dubuque Archbishop Says Arming of Ships 
Would 'Be ‘Governmental Murder o 
Our Citizens.’ : 


CHICAGO, Oct. 20 (AP).—An ap- 
peal for a “monster protest against 
any revision, modification or repeal 
of the Neutrality Act” was made 
yesterday by the Most Rev. Francis 
J. L. Beckman, Catholic Archbish- 
op of Dubuque, Ia., in a nation- 
wide broadcast. 

Archbishop Beckman said that 
any such change “would be the 
last step in a long series of steps 
to ruin. Any attempt to legalize 
the arming and sending of our 
ships into the combat zones would 
be nothing more than deliberate, 
governmental murder of our citi- 
zens calculated inevitably to stir 
@ declaration of war.” - 

“The war hysteria and propa- 
ganda put forth in this country 
has no parallel as a deliberate, 
studied appeal to the emotions,” he 
said. “Hitler is to be stopped if it 
takes ten years, ten million men, 
three hundred billion dollars, with 
never a thought of where we shall 
begin and where we shall end.” 

Archbishop Beckman read a 
message from Bishop Gerajd 
Shaughnessy of Seattle, which as- 
serted that an investigation of the 


fall of innumerable democracies 
“invariably brings to light the same 
record; a democratic executive 
metamorphoses ‘into a benevolent 
despot. The benevolent despot 
doffs in turn his mask and reveals 
himself as a totalitarian dictator. 
Disillusioned people realize too late 
they have in effect enslaved them- 
selves, and thus passes liberty.” 

Speaking from Hollywood on the 
same program, which was unspon- 
sored, Joseph Scott, California at- 
torney and Catholic lay ‘ worker, 
expressed regret at a speech by 
Associate Supreme Court Justice 
Frank Murphy before the annual 
convention of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus, 

Asserting that Murphy spoke as 
a “mouthpiece of the White House,” 
Scott said the Justice had declared 
Nazism was a greater evil than 
Communism, 

Scott called Stalin “an inveterate 
sinner who wallowed in blasphemy 
and infidelity and laughs at the 
Sermon on the Mount and Cal- 
vary.” He said one of Commun- 
ism’s main objectives was extermi- 
nation of “any kind of religion.” 


NAZS' CODE PITLESS, 
MRS, ROOSEVELT SAYS 


Remarks Omitted From Radio 
Talk Because Script 
Is Too Long. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP). — 
Because her prepared script was 
too long, Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt 
omitted from her radio talk last 


night a reference to a news report 
that German girls had been told 
it was their duty to have children 
by German soldiers regardless of 
whether they were married, the 
National Broadcasting Co. said to- 
day. 

“It (the speech) was cut for 
timing, and she cut it herself,” an 
NBC spokesman said. “It was two 
minutes too long.” < 

The President’s wife spoke from 
Boston on her weekly sponsored 
broadcast. 

In her prepared script, Mrs. 
Roosevelt quoted from an article 
she said she saw in the New York 
Times which stated: 

“A girl evading her duty is a 
traitor just like a soldier deserting 
his flag. . For pure-blooded 
German girls there exists a war 
duty outside marriage and which 
has nothing to do with marriage.” 

She said the article “took my 
breath away.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt also omitted from 
her talk a reference to a Quaker 
friend who she said in her script 
had just returned from Europe and 
told her that he was troubled by 
cruelty shown by German girls 
brought to France to work. 

The additional material eliminat- 
ed from her talk read: 

“And when I read articles such 
as the one quoted above, I can 
well understand that when duty to 
your country does violence to your 
natural inclination and your moral 
standards, it becomes fanaticism 
and leaves no room for gentleness 
and pity in the hearts of German 
women.”

Postmaster General Addresses 
Catholic Charities Confer- 
ence at Houston. 


HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 20 (AP).— 
Postmaster General Frank Cc, 
Walker, addressing the National 


Conference of Catholic Charities, 
said yesterday “We of America 
cannot — we shall not — seek a 
peace purchased at the sacrifice 
of the hopes, the ambitions, the 
freedom of others.” 

Americans and Catholics, he as- 
serted, could not say of the Euro- 
pean war: “This is no affair of 
ours.” 

Speaking of “the conqueror,” he 
posed this question: 

“Must we wait until he has con- 
quered the remaining populations 
on the earth before we comprehend 
our duty to our fellow men?” 

Walker said “We cannot act the 
part of charity and refuse to see 
or hear the sufferings of those vic- 
tims of a monster’s desire to up- 
root and forever destroy by force 
every decent quality, ideal and be- 
lief throughout the world. 

“We cannot have charity In our 
hearts. and insist that this war 
which has involved three-quarters 
of the earth’s surface is no con- 
cern of ours.” 

The Most Rev. Amleto Giovanni 
Cicognani, apostolic delegate to the 
United States, said charity was 
bound up’ with social duties. “It 
is an incontestable fact that disre- 
gard of the rightful claims of labor 
increases misery and want, for 
which even the most generous and 
compassionate charity seems in- 
capable of providing adequately.” 

The conference president, the 
Rev. Bryan J. McEntegart of New 
York, urged laborers to participate 
actively in local union affairs and 
select capable leaders, but asserted 
their activities should be planned 
“in conformity with the welfare of 
all the people....” 

Fifteen thousand persons filled

Movie Executive Says He 
Was Afraid Defendant 
and Browne Would ‘Par- 
alyze Our Business.’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20 (AP).— 
Maj. Albert Warner, an executive 
of Warner Brothers Pictures, tes- 
tified in United States District 
Court today he was “afraid they 
would paralyze our business” if he 


did not meet monetary demands. 


which he said were made on him 
by William Bioff, West Coast la- 
bor leader, and George E. Browne, 
head of the international alliance 
of theatrical stage employes. 

Bioff and Browne are on trial 
charged with extorting $550,000 
from film producing companies in 
violation of the Federal Anti-Rack- 
eteering Act. 

Warner, vice-president and treas- 
urer of the movie concern, testi- 
fied that between April, 1936, and 
May or June, 1937, he paid in be- 
half of his company a total of $80,- 
000 to Bioff in installments rang- 
ing from $10,000 to $20,000 each. 

Testimony Like That of Others. 

The testimony of Maj. Warner, a 
Government witness, was similar 
to that already given by Nicholas 
M. Schenck, president of Loew’s, 
Inc., and William Michel, vice 
president of Twentieth Century 
Fox Films. 

Schenck and Michel testified that 
Bioff and Browne were paid a 
total of $511,000 by the two com- 
panies. 

Schenck said Bioff's original de- 
mand was for $2,000,000 from the 
movie industry, that this amount 
subsequently was reduced to $1,- 
000,000 and finally cut to $50,000 a 
year from four major producing 
companies and $25,000 a year from 
small companies. 

Schenck and Michel testified that 
Loew's and Twentieth Century Fox 
covered their payments on the 
books by increasing expense vouch- 
ers of executive and giving surplus 
amounts to Bioff. Maj. Warner 
gave similar testimony with re- 
spect to Warner Brothers. 

Warner said that in April, 1936, 
Nicholas Schenck discussed the 
matter with him and told him 
“You'll have to pay this man the } 
$50,000.” 

The witness said that Bioff tele- 
phoned him a few days later and 
then came to his New York City 
office and said: 
I’m here for.” 

“I said, ‘yes, I spoke to Nick 
Schenck and he said we'd have to 
pay you $50,000 or take the con- 
sequences,’” Warner testified. 

Payments in Cash. 

In further conversations Bioff 
told him, he said, that payments 
‘mpuld have to be made in cash. 

‘You know we have no such 
sums of cash like that lying 
around,” Warner said he told 
Bioff. “I said I'd have to do some 
thinking about it and the best we 
could possibly do would be to ac- 
cumulate $10,000 at a time and 
that would take a long time.” 

“By the time I get $10,000 s#iit 
up among the boys, it will ‘be 
peanuts,” he quoted Bioff as .re- 
plying. 

The witness said he discussed 
the situation with Samuel Carlisle, 
controller of the company, and in- 
structed Carlisle to raise the 
money by padding executive ex- 
pense accounts, adding to the cost 
of conventions and the exploita- 
tions of pictures. 

Toward the end of May, the 
witness said, Bioff telephoned and 


asked: “Have you any money 
ready?” 

“Yes, I have $10,000 ready— 
©eome over,” Warner said he re- 
plied. 


Money in Envelope. 

He said he left the money in an 
envelope with his secretary, and 
Bioff later went to the office and 
got it. 

The same procedure was fol- 
lowed. he said, in later payments. 

Another time he heard from 
Bioff, Warner said, was in April, 
1937, when Bioff telephoned togin- 
quire whether he had more 
money ready: 

“I was under the impression we 
had paid $50,000 and that our obli- 
gation to you was through,” the 
witness said he told Bioff.’ 

“Oh, no, you'll have to pay right 
along, $50,000 each year,” he quoted 
Bioff as replying. |

ture was taken at 7 a,m. If you 
were running a fever you were 
excused, but most tropical diseases 
induce a temperature only in the 
afternoon, so no fever would show 
when temperatures were taken in 
the morning. Twenty-four hours 
in jail was the penalty for faking 
illness. Three of my comrades com- 
plained of abdominal pains and 
were given a similar remedy, 
methylene blue, All three died of ap- 
pendicitis because they were forced 
to go on working. 

The clothing situation gradually 
got worse and worse. When our 
uniforms went to’ pieces we made 
shirts into trousers. When those 
gave out we worked in our under- 
clothes. Our shoes were gone and 
we were given only papier mache 
sandals. After a few days those 
also were in tatters. Those who 
couldn’t make some kind of foot- 
wear had to go barefoot. Stripped 
to the waist, without proper hel- 
mets to protect us from the sun, 
we labored in blazing heat. 

All we had to read during nine 
months in the desert aside from 
some dull Moroccan papers, was a. 
Swiss weekly printed in German. 
It was the courageously democratic 
Wolt Woche, which one comrade 
received regularly. If our superiors 
had dreamed what Wolt Woche 
wrote about we never would have 
seen a scrap of it. It gave us the 
only news and encouragement we 
received, little though it was. 

But it is easy to see why, after 
a lengthened series of broken 
promises and living conditions that 
grew steadily worse, it seemed 
worthwhile to take the tremendous 
risks involved in trying to escape. 

I gladly but fearfully took the 
chance.

EOPLE who talk, instruet, or 
write about nutrition usually 
manage to make it about as 
interesting as the Congressional 
Record on a dull day. Recently, 
however, rumor has been cireulat- 
ing to the effect that a book just 
off the presses, “America’s Nutri- 


tion Primer,” by Eleanora Sense, is . 


not only simple, unscientific and 
readable, but actually lighthearted 
in approach, that it follows the 
theory that food is fun and that, 
therefore, nutrition should be one 
one-of the most captivating sub- 
jects possible. 


The author, here for the meet- 
ing of the American Dietetic Asso- 
ciation now convening at Hotel 
Jefferson, lives up to reader expec- 
tations in every way, being youth- 
ful and attractive looking, and 
very unserious.and unscientific in 
conversation. In an hour-or-so 
visit with her, we touched on such 
subjects as the private life of her 
two Dalmatians, the best way to 
make meat loaf, an account of the 
time she caught her first brook 
trout at the age of 7, how to fool 
your husband into thinking you 
can fry eggs as well as he can, 
and why book manuscripts should 
not be carefully typed. Occasion- 
ally, perhaps haunted by visions of 
her publishers, she sandwiched in 
some of her views on nutrition. 


“Food is a delightful subject, but 
why make it so scientific?” is her 
pet view, and her basic nutrition 
philosophy. “It’s fun to eat,” she 
contends, “at ieast it is for me— 
and nutrition should be just as en- 
joyable as eating. 


“My reason for writing this book 
goes back pretty far,” she con- 
tinued. “My mother was a news- 
paper woman and when she was 
married she didn’t know a thing 
about cooking. She felt pretty 
ashamed of it, gince her mother 
had been one of the best cooks in 
the State of Wisconsin. So she 
decided if she ever had a daughter 
she’d see to it that she learned 
how to cook. I was the only 
daughter so I was always encour- 
aged to putter around the kitchen. 
One of the first toys 1 remember 
was a cook stove, a miniature 
wood-burning stove that we had 
in the playroom, and that must 
have been a terrible fire hazard. 
We used to make biscuits and 
cookies and pancakes and all sorts

of lovely doughy things in it: Also, 
I belonged to canning and cooking 
clubs long before they had 411 
clubs, and I distinctly remember 
cooking my first compléte dinner. 
It was a success, too; I fixed a 
meat loaf that I still make. 

“When I got through school and 
started teaching and lecturing, I 
found that women wanted help, 
decidedly, and I thought that I 
was fortunate to be able to share 
my knowledge with them, #to 
translate scientific information in- 
to plain facts. 

“The real reason I started writ- 


ing the primer was that women 
would ask me to recommend books 
for them. I'd list the best ones 
for them but ever so often they'd 
come to me and say, ‘What does 
this word or that word mean?’

Married and the family cook 
herself, Eleanora Sense has quite 
a background of education and ex- 
perience plus a more than full 
time career at present. She is 
now studying for her doctor’s de- 
gree at New York University and 
combines this with writing and 
lecturing and directing a course on 
mobile kitchen work for the Amer- 
ican Women’s Volunteer Services, 
which recently graduated 750 
women. She is a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin, where 
she earned part of her expenses, 
curiously enough, by playing the 
pipe organ in church..

for a gelatin company; what 
stuck with her most was the dis- 
covery that fried chicken is good 
in every state. She conquered her 
only food hate, cheese, long ago, 
and thinks everyone should be 
more adventurous in their eat- 
ing. 

“Women should put more per- 
sonality into cooking,” she says. 
“We know that average nutrition 
is under par, below the standards 
we've set, but if the same is true 
in 10 or 20 years it will be the 
fault of the women. It's squarely 
up to them now.”

You'll want to bake 
it again as holiday time approach- 
es, so get in practice now. 


Swedish Fruit ‘Bread. 


One cake compressed yeast, one- 
third cup lukewarm water, one cup 
scalded milk, two and two-thirds 
cups all-purpose flour, one-third 
cup sugar, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt, one-third cup cooled melted 
butter. 

Crumble yeast into the lukewarm 
water and mix: let stand five min- 
futes. Add milk, cooled to luke- 
warm, and about half the flour, to 
make a soft batter; beat until 
smooth. Cover and allow to rise 
in a warm place until doubled in 
bulk. Then add sugar, salt, melt- 
ed butter and remaining flour, and 
the following fruits and nuts: 

One-half cup seedless raisins, 
one-half cup chopped dates, two 
tablespoons shaved candied citron, 
six candied cherries, chopped, one- 
half cup sliced pecans. 

Mix lightly; then turn out onto 
& lightly floured board and knead 
for 10 minutes, until smooth, elas- 
tic and no longer sticky. Place in 
clean buttered bowl, brush top witn 
butter, and let rise in warm place 
till doubled in bulk. Shape in two 
loaves, place in buttered bread 
pans, and again let rise until dou 
bled. Bake in a moderate oven 
(375 degrees) for 15 minutes: ther.

CHAPTER TWO 


ERLIN, Sept. 27, 1987—We are to make our headquarters in 
b Vienna, a neutral and central spot for me to work from. We 

are glad to be leaving Berlin. 

Somehow I feel that, despite our work as euaiters there is 
little understanding of the Third Reich, what it is, what it is up 
to, where it is going, either at home or elsewhere abroad. Cer- 
tainly the British and the French do not understand Hitler’s Ger- 
many. Perhaps, as the Nazis say, the Western democracies have 


become sick, decadent, and have reached that stage of decline . 


which Spengler predicted. 

»*Germany is stronger than her enemies realize. True, it is a 
poor country in raw materials and agriculture; but it is rnaking 
up for this poverty in aggressiveness of spirit, ruthless state, plan- 


ning, concentrated direction of effort, and the building up of a 
mighty military machine with which it can back up its aggres-: 


sive spirit. 

The majority of Germans, despite their ‘dislike of mich in 
Nazism, are behind Hitler and believe in him. It is not easy to 
put in words the dynamics of this movement, the hidden springs 
that are driving the Germans on, the ruthlessness of+the long- 
term ideas of Hitler or even the complicated and revolutionary 
way in which the land is being mobilized for total war. 

Much of what is going on and will go on could be learned 
by the outside world from Mein Kampf. How many visiting but- 
ter-and-egg men have I told that the Nazi goal is domination! 
They laughed. When the visiting firemen from London, Paris, 
and New York come, Hitler babbles only of peace. Wasn't he in 
the trenches of the last war? He knows what war is. Never will 
he condemn mankind to that. Peace? Read Mein Kampf, 
brothers. 

I leave Germany in this autumn of 1937 with the words of a 
Nazi marching song still dinning in my ears? 

Today we own Germany, 
Tomorrow the whole world. 
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VIENNA, Feb. 5, 1938.—Doings ‘in Berlin. Today’s papers say 
Blomberg and Fritsch, the two men who have built up the Ger- 
man army, are out. Hitler himself becomes a sort of “Supreme 
War Lord.” What's backrof all this? The meeting of the Reich- 
stag which had been set for Jan, 30 and then postponed is now 
to be held Feb. 20, when we shall probably know. 

VIENNA, Feb. 7.—Fodor tells me a strange tale. He says 
Austrian police’ raided Nazi headquarters in the Teinfaltstrasse 
the other day and found a plan initialled by Rudolph Hess, Hit- 
ler’s deputy, for a new putsch. Idea’ was, says Fodor, to organize 
a riot in front of the German Embassy, have someone shoot 
Papen and the German military attache, and thus give Hitler an 
excuse to march in. 

VIENNA, Feb. 18.—Much tension here this sabbath. Schusch- 
nigg has had a secret meeting with Hitler at Berchtesgaden, but 
we don’t know what happened. 

VIENNA, Feb. 16.—A terrible thing has happened. We learned 
day before yesterday about Berchtesgaden. Hitler took Schusch- 
nigg for a ride, demanded he appoint several Nazis led by Seyss- 
Inquart to the Cabinet, amnesty all Nazi prisoners, and restore 
the political rights of the Nazi party—or invasion by the Reichs- 
wehr. President Miklas seems to have balked at this. Then yes- 
terday Hitler dispatched an ultimatum: Either carry out the terms 
of the Berchtesgaden “agreement,” or the Reichswehr marches, 
A little after midnight this morning Schuschnigg and Miklas sur- 
rendered. The new Cabinet was annouriced, Seyss-Inquart is in 
the key post of Minister of the Interior, and there is an amnesty 
for all Nazis. —, 

VIENNA, Feb. 20.—I sat glumly at the radio) on this Sunday 
afternoon listening to Hitler thunder before his Reichstag in 
Berlin. Today he came out in the open with his theory that Ger- 
many will herself protect the 10,000,000 Germans living outside the 
Reich's borders—meaning, though he did not say so, the 7,000,000 
in Austria and the 3,000,000 Sudeten Germans in Czecho-Slovakia. 

VIENNA, March 11-12 (4 A. M.).—The worst has happened! 
Schuschnigg is out. The Nazis are in. The Reichswebhr is invading 
Austria. Hitler has broken a dozen solemn promises, pledges, 
treaties. And Austria is finished. Beautiful, tragic, abi ceuna Aus- 
tria! Gone. 

Done to death in the brief moment of an afternoon. This 
afternoon. 

(Editor’s Note—Shirer, forbidden by the Nazis to broadcast 
an eye-witness account from Vienna, flew to London to do so.) 

LONDON, March 14.—Hitler, say the dispatches, 
Vienna in triumph this afternoon. Nobody fired. Chamberlain has 
just spoken in the House. He is not going to do anything. There 
will be no war. Britain and France have retreated one step more 
before the rising Nazi power, ~ :

VIENNA, March 20.—Broadcast this morning. Described how 
Vienna has been completely Nazified in a week—a terrifying 
thing. . 
VIENNA, April 10 (Palm Sunday).—The “plebiscite” passed 
off today in a weird sort of holiday atmosphere. The Austrians 
according to Goebbel’s count, have voted 99 per cent Ja. Maybe 
so. It took a brave Austrian to vote No. This afternoon I vis- 
ited a polling station. I went inside one of the booths. Pasted 
on the wall in front of you was a sample Dallot showing you how 
to mark yours with a Yes.

PRAGUE, Sept. 11.—All quiet here, but you can cut the tension 
with a knife. Reports that the Germans have massed 200,000 
troops on the Austro-Czech border. In London continuous confer- 
ences in Downing Street. In Paris Daladier conferring with Game- 
lin. But all awaiting Hitler’s. speech tomorrow. 

PRAGUE, Sept. 12.—The Great Man has spoken. And there’s 
no war, at least not for the moment. That is Czecho-Slovakia’s 
first reaction to Hitler’s speech at Nuremberg tonight. Hitler 
hurled insults and threats at Prague. But he did not demand 
that the Sudetens be handed over to him outright. He did not 
even demand a plebiscite. He insisted, however, on “self-determina- 
tion” for the Sudetens, 

PRAGUE, Sept. 13-14 (3 a. m.).—-War very near, and since mid- 
night wee been waiting for the German bombers, but so far no 
sign. Much shooting up in the Sudetenland. A few Sudeteners 
and Czechs killed and the Germans have been plundering Czech 
and Jewish shops. So the Czechs very rightly proclaimed martial 
law this morning in five Sudeten districts. About 7 this evening 
we learned that Henlein had sent a six-hour ultimatum to the 
Government. It was delivered at 6 p. m., expired at midnight. 
Whether it is backed by Hitler we do not know, though after his 
Nuremberg speech there.seems little doubt that it is. Anyway, the 
Czech Government has turned it down. We wait now for Hitler’s 
move. 
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PRAGUE, Sept. 14.—Drove 200 miles through Sudetenland. The 
fighting is all over. The revolt, inspired from Germany with Ger~- 
man arms, has been put down. Unless Hitler again interferes, the 
crisis has passed its peak. 

Sometime after dinner a newsboy rushed into the lobby of the 
Ambassador with extra editions of a German-language paper. The 
headlines said: Chamberlain to fly to Berchtesgaden tomorrew to 
see Hitler! The Czechs are dumbfounded. They suspect a sellout 
and I’m afraid they’re right. On my way to broadcast tonight; the 
newsboys were shouting, “Extra! Extra! Read all about how the 
mighty head of the British Empire goes begging to Hitler!” I 
have not heard a better comment this evening. 

PRAGUE, Sept. 16.—Berlin reports Hitler has demanded—and 
Chamberlain more or less accepted—a plebiscite for the Sudeteners. 
The Government here says it is out of the question. But they are 
afraid that is what happened at Berchtesgaden, : 

PRAGUE, Sept. 18.—I must go to Germany. At midnight Ed 
Murrow phoned from London with the news. The British and 
French have decided they will not fight for Czecho-Slovakia and 
are asking Prague to surrender unconditionally to Hitler and turn 
over Sudetenland to Germany. I protested to Ed that the Czechs 
wouldn’t accept it, that they’d fight alone... . 

“Maybe so. I hope you're right. But.in the meantime Mr. 
Chamberlain is meeting Hitler at Godesberg on Wednesday and 
we want you to cover that.” 
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GODESBERG; Sept. 22.—The swastika and the British Union 
Jack flying side by side in this lovely Rhine town. 

This morning I noticed something very interesting. I was hav- 
ing breakfast in the garden of the Dreesen Hotel, where Hitler is 
stopping, when the great man suddenly appeared, strode past me, 
and went down to the edge of the Rhine to inspect his river yacht. 
X, one of Germany’s leading editors, who secretly despises the 
regime, nudged me: “Look at his walk!” On inspection it was a 
very curious walk indeed. 

In the first place, it was very ladylike. Dainty little steps. In 
the second place, every few steps he cocked his right shoulder ner- 

vously, his left leg snapping up as he did so. I watched him closely 
as he came back past us. The same nervous tic. He had ugly 
black patches under his eyes. I think the man is on the edge of a 
‘mervous breakdown. 

And now I understand the meaning_of an expression the party 
hacks were using when we sat around drinking in the Dreesen last 
night. They kept talking about the “Teppichfresser,” the “carpet- 
eater.” At first I didn’t get it, and then someone explained it in a 
whisper. They said Hitler has been having some of his nervous 
crises lately and that in recent days they've taken a strange form, 
Whenever he goes on a rampage about Benes or the Czechs he 
flings himself to the floor ahd chews the edges of the carpet. 
After seeing him this morning, I can believe it. 

Chamberlain and Hitler had a three-hour talk this afternoon 
and will have another tomorrow. Just as I was broadcasting from 
a little studio we've fixed up in the porter’s lodge of the hotel, the 
two men after their conference stepped out right before my win- 
dow. Hitler was all graciousness indeed and Chamberlain, looking 
the image of an owl, was smiling and apparently highly pleased 
in his vain way with some manufactured applause by setts 
of 8. 8. guards before the door.

This meeting, which is the last, broke up at 1:30 a. m. without 
agreement and now it looks like war. 


The Germans are plunged in deep gloom tonight, as if they 
really are afraid of war now that it’s facing them. In the Dreesen 
lobby, Goebbels, Ribbentrop, Goering, Keitel, and others walked in 
and out, all of them looking as if they had been hit over the head 
with a sledge-hammer. This rather surprised me, since it’s a war 
of their making. 

The communique merely says that Chamberlain has undertaken 
to deliver to Prague a German memorandum containing Germany’s 
“final attitude.” The point is that Chamberlain came here all pre- 
pared to turn over Sudetenland to Hitler, but in a “British” way— 
with an international commission to supervise the business. He 
found Hitler’s appetite had increased. Hitler wants to take over 
his way—that is, right away, with no nonsense of an international 
commission:

BERLIN, Sept. 26.—Hitler has finally burned his last bridges. 
Shouting and shrieking in the worst state of excitement I’ve ever 
seen him in, he stated in the Sportpalast tonight that he would 
have his Sudetenland by Oct. 1—next Saturday, today being Mon- 
day. If Benes doesn’t hand it over to him he will go to war, this 
Saturday. 

I broadcast the scene from a seat in the balcony just above 
Hitler. He’s still got that nervous tic. All during his speech he 
kept cocking his shoulder, and the opposite leg from the knee down 
would bounce up. As a matter of fact, for the first time in all the 
years I’ve observed him he seemed tonight to have completely lost 
control of himself. When he sat down after his talk, Goebbels 
sprang up and shouted: “One thing is sure: 1918 will never be re- 
peated!” Hitler looked up to him, a wild, eager expression in his 
eyes, as if those were the words which he had been searching for 
all evening and hadn’t quite found. He leaped to his feet and with 
a fanatical fire in his eyes brought his right hand pounding down 
on the table and yelled with all the power in his mighty lungs; 
“Ja!” Then he slumped into his chair exhausted. 

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—There is to be no war! Hitler has invited 
Mussolini, Chamberlain and Daladier to meet him in Munich to- 
morrow. The latter three will rescue Hitler from his limb and he 
will get his Sudetetland without war, if a couple of days later than 
he boasted. Leaving right after my broadcast tonight for Munich.

Rigid Test for 


_ Auto Drivers

T is the job of the physician to 
[prevent automobile accidents by 

determining who shall and who 
shall not drive automobiles, 


to this kind of high-handed pro- 
cedure among freeborn Americans 
who won't have their personal lib- 
erty threatened. But with a rec- 
ord of over 30,000 people killed and 
over 1,200,000 injured in North 
America, 8 per cent of which are 
due either to incompetent drivers 
or worn-out equipment in the ma- 
chinery of a car, it is high time 
that the personal liberty plea be 
suppressed with a stern hand and 
drivers who are liable to kill other 
people ruled off the roads. 

A case in point is that of a 
63-year-old man who was sent to 
the medical examining board of 
the Recorder’s Court of a state 
traffic division. He had hard ar- 
teries everywhere, his judgment 
of speed and disatnce was poor, as 
were his reaction times and his 
depth ‘perception. Mentally, he 
had an intelligence quotient of 70, 
which is that of a 9-year-old child. 
He had received over 150 tickets 
for motor traffic offenses,

he protested sufficiently vigorously 
to take the case to the Circuit 
Court. Here a surgeon testified 
that his arteries were all right, 
but he had not examined the eyes, 
and when asked what the mental 
condition of the patient was, re- 
plied he was not a psychiatrist. 
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medical examining board inquire 
particularly are:

MENTAL DEFECTS and lack of 
judgment are considered more im- 
portant than physical defects. This 
is the result of experience. A per- 
son with a physical defect, but of 
good judgment, learns to compen- 
sate for his disabilities and makes 
a safe driver. One would think 
that color-blindnesg would be an 
insuperable barrier, but experience 
has taught that it plays a very in- 
significant part in motor accidents. 
Minor visual acuity also, in actual 
experience, is not a serious men- 
ace, | 

Heart invalids are a problem. 
Will they have a heart attack and 
lose consciousness at the wheel? 


Actual experience shows that only 
those with minor disability want to 
drive at all, and the danger is, in 
practice, almost non-existent. 


The real menace. is the person 
with low mental capacity and poor 
judgment. Does he feel that his 
driving privilege is one that is giv- 
en him by the Constitution or by 
God, and no one.has any right to 
take it away from him? Does he 
explain all his accidents as the 
other fellow’s fault? If a man can- 
not stop in time, even if he has 
the right of way, he is almost as 
much at fault ag the offender who 
drove, across the right of way.
